It will certainly be interesting to the readers of THE SACHEM who 
were in the M. H. 8S. about 1896 to look back into the past and recall 
THE Ow1L, which was published by the pupils of the high school at that 
time. Those of us who are now pupils or who have recently ;: been 
oraduated find a real enjoyment in discovering in THE Own the names 
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of the alumni who are now well known about town, and in prophesying 
as to the positions which will be held after another thirty years by 
those now mentioned in THE SACHEM. 

THE OWL was a paper of about eight pages. It contained essays, 
editorials, short stories, poems, a few jokes, some local comment and a!so 
advertisements. 

At the present time we find Tig Oww’s editor-in-chief, Allen Thatch- 
er, associated with H. L. Thatcher & Co. The assistant editor, Florence 
C. Haskins, has a clerical position in the town eclerk’s office. The adver- 
tising editor, Arthur B. Deane, was drowned soon after his graduation 
from high school. Walter Clark, the humorous editor, is now a commer- 
cial teacher in New Jersey. George Gove, the sporting editor, is a boss 
in one of the shoe shops in town. Of THE OWL’s sub-editors Louis 
Keyes is employed by the P. H. Pierce Company; Asa I. Winslow has 
become a prominent lawyer; and Alton Pratt is a member of our board 
of seleetmen. 

How many SACHEM readers can remember Case 4573 tried on Friday 
evening, May 8, 1896, a report of which appeared in THE Own for the 
month following that date? Herbert Ryder was tried before Judge 
3rown of the M. H. 8S. The warrant stated that on April 18 the pris- 
oner had wilfully set fire to a dwelling owned by Miss Clara Parker of 
Pearl street. Mr. Ryder pleaded ‘‘ Not guilty.’’ Among the witnesses 
were Jim MeClusky and ‘‘Dr.’’ Paun. ‘‘Lawyer’’ Wood handled the 
case for the Commonwealth, and ‘‘Lawyer’’ Arthur Sampson was 
counsel for the defense. After the ‘‘chaos of fallacious truth and ver- 
itable falsehood’’ given by the witnesses, Judge Brown exhorted the 
jury to arrive at a just decision. The verdict was ‘‘Guilty’’ and Herbert 
Ityder was sentenced to ‘‘three years’ hard labor in the M. H. 8S. for 
mental culture.’’ 

Of the three mentioned above, Jim MeClusky has served as assistant 
postmaster in Middleboro; ‘‘Dr,’’ Paun, still carrying the prefix 
‘*Dr.’’, is employed at Maxim’s garage; Arthur Sampson, counsel for 
the defense, is a civil engineer; and ‘‘Lawyer’’ Wood is T. N. Wood of 
the Middleboro Savings Bank. 

The entire Owl was not in sportive vein; far from it! For instance, 
the titles given to two of the more weighty articles are: ‘‘The Price of 
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Sueeess’’ and ‘‘The Authentic and Ethical Value of a Seientifie Edu- 


eation.’’ 


There seem to have been several budding bards represented. Harry 
L. B. Sampson must have had some divine inspiration when he wrote 
the poem entitled ‘‘Genius’’ published in THe Owt for June, 1896. He 
has apparently given up poetic study, and is now a well known lawyer.
